CAMPAIGN AT STANDSTILL 


Field Commander Will Not Push 
It Until He Gets More Au- 
thority and Facilities. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 20.—Early 
withdrawal of the troops sent into Mex- 
Ico or the authorizat’ of military op- 
erations on a big scaie must be the 
result of Gen. Hugh L. Scott’s investi- 
gation of the situation, in the opinion of 
army officers here. Gen. Funston and 
his staff have ready to show the chief 
of staff all the written record of the 
failure to catch Villa and are prepared 


to place him in touch with the unwrit- 
ten evidence 

Gen. Pershing is not pushing his cam- 
paign against Villa, and will not until 
he gets authority and facilities from 
headquarters to operate more freely.

FIELD HEADQUARTERS IN MEX- 
TCO, April 17 (By Aeroplane to Co- 
lumbus, N. M., April 20.)—Continued 
lack of effective military co-opera- 
tion by the Carranza authorities has 
been met by the American expedi- 
tionary columns. At some Places the 
Americans have received considerable 
courtesy from the local Carranza of- 
Ticlals. At other points there has been 
* little sniping on Americans. Prom- 
ises of Carranza cO-operation have 
not materialized, due to lack of or- 
Banized government in the regions

Yormer Secretary’s Brother Seeking 
Nomination for Govervor Is 
Also in Rear.. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 20.—Latest re- 
turns from Tuesday’s primary have 
increased the lead given by early re- 
ports to Henry Ford of Detroit for 
the Republican nomination for Presi- 
dent and indicate the renomination 
of Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock on 
the Democratic Senatorial ticket by 
a majority of 2 to 1 over Ignatius J. 
Dunn of Omaha. 

William J. Bryan, former Secretary 
of State, candidate for delegate-at- 
large to the Democratic National Con, 
vention, is running sixth. There are 
seven candidates, The four receiving 
the largest number of votes will be 
elected. Returns indicate that Kieth 
Neville is about 5000 votes ahead of 
Cc.

DANGER AHEAD, NAGEL SAYS 


Nation Must Be Prepared, St. Louisan 
Declares in Kansas City. 


KANSAS CITY, April 2.—Charles 
Nagel of St. Louis, Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor in President Taft's 
Cabinet, speaking on ‘‘Preparedness’’ at 
the annual dinner of the Knife and 
Fork Club, last night, made a strong 
plea for preparedness. 

Without making direct reference to 
the latest submarine crisis, Nagel said: 
“There was a time when we regarded 
ourselves as a providential nation, im- 
mune from all provocation. Now we 
have come to the conclusion that we 
are not even immune, Are we to sit by 
and trust to sweet immunity and indul- 
gence that has characterized our na- 
tion, or shall we prepare. There is no 
use in waiting for danger, because dan- 
ger is before us and we are threatened 
from all sides. It is for us to show 
that a republic is able to meet those 
conditions better than any other Gov-

PARIS, April 20.—A strong force of 
mussian troops djsembarked at Mar- 
seilles at noon toda@y.

The sailing distance from Archan- 
gel to Marseilles, by the route which 
Russian transports would have been 
likely to take, is approximately 50600 
miles. Estimating the speed of the 
transports at 12% knots an hour, the 
speed of the slower passenger ves- 
sels, the voyage would require 15 to 
16 days. 

There are at present regular sail- 
ings of passenger ships from Archan- 
gel to New York. These sailings take 
16 days, and the distance from the 
Russian port to New York is only a 
few hundred miles more than to Mar. 
seilles, assuming that the voyage to 
Marseilles would be made by running 
well to the west of the British Isles. 

The arrival of the Russian troops is 
regarded here as an event of great im- 
portance and of significance from both 
a military and political standpoint. It 
represents realization of hopes aroused 
early in the war by reports that large 
bodies of Russians were coming. 

The Russians came on a great flotilla 
of transports. Not a single word of 
their coming was permitted to becoms 
generally Known until they had actualiy 
concluded the journey and were land- 
ing on French soil.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—An unoffi- 
cial version of the German view of the 

submarine issue is as follows:

Every- 
body understands this. 

The situation is simple. Great Britain 
and her allies, but especially Great 
Britain, are maintaining a _ so-called 
blockade, which is admittedly illegal, 
at least so far as the United States is 
concerned. 

If permitted to carry on this inhu- 
man measure freely, Great Britain might 
succeed in seriously gpenaciftg the civil- 
ian population of the central Powers. 

Germany has nv other recourse but to 
the submarine as a weapon of defense 
against the illegal blockade. This weap- 
on will continue to be used. 

Germany has no desire to sacrifice a 
single noncombatant’s life, but if it 
becomes necessary to do so in order 
te prevent war munitions and other sup- 
plies reaching the enemics which seek 
to starve her, such loss cannot be helped. 

Germany hase not violated the assur- 
ances given the United States with re- 
gard to warning passenger liners be- 
fore attacking them and has no inten- 
tion of violating them. 

As for a break in relations. there ap- 
pears to be no ground why one should 
come at this time. Germany was asked 
for information regarding the Sussex 
and has furnished it. 

Germany also has as!ed for such evi- 
dence as the State Department may 
have and has received it in the appendix 
to the American note. The exchanges 
have been entirely friendly.

Early Reply “Impossibic.”

WILL BRING WAR 


Says Kaiser, If He Makes Any 
Concession, Will Do So in. 
Time to Avoid Break. 


LONDON, April @.—Although the tex. 
of President Wilson's message to Con- 
grees did not reach London ifm time for 
the morning papers to comment fully, all 
devote considerable space to the Ameri- 
can situation. The Daily Chronicle says 
editorially: 

“It is difficuit to suppose that the Ger- 
man Government, elated by the sub- 
marine successes of the last six weeks 
will accept President Wilson's terms 
Diplomatic relations between Berlin and 
Washington will be broken off. The re- 
sulting situation w'll not be a state orf 
war, but may easily develop .nto war. 

“This is obvious to both parties. Mr. 
Wilson has counted the cost. Presum®- 
ably the Kaiser has also counted it. if 
Germany decides that the continuation 
of submarining worth a diplomatic 
breach with America, it will probably 
also decide that it is worth war, too. 

“If the Kaiser desires to avoid war 
with America, he would naturaliy make 
his concessions at a stage when they 
would also avert the breaking of rela- 
tions.”’ 

Note Unexpectedly Sharp. 

Although recent dispatcues from 
America had led the British public to 
expect a sharp note from the United 
States to Germany in regard to the sub- 
marine controversy, the language em- 
ployed by President Wilson in his ad- 
dress to Congress, came as something 
of a surprise. 

Some of the newspapers 
view that public opinion will compe! 
the Berlin Government to refuse to 
comply with the demands of the United 
States. Others are equally certain Ger- 
many will abandon indiscriminate sub- 
marine warfare rather than sever rela- 
tions with the greatest of neutral Pow- 
ers. 

The Westinster Gazette says: 

‘President Wilson's message to 
gress is a serious, high toned docu- 
ment, which befits the occasion.” Re- 
ferring to the President's warning, this 
newspaper adds: 

‘Language of this kind between great 
Powers does not leave open a wide 
cnoice of courses of action. Germany is 
ziven the alternative of abandoning its 
submarine warfare or ceasing to retain 
the friendliness of the United States. 
The tone of the message foreshadows 
in the latter case more than the me- 
eianical bearch of diplomatic relations."’

The Globe says: “Suspension of diplo- 
matic relations with Germany would 
not mean that the United States would 
necessarily be in a state of war with 
Germany, but it would mean that a rep- 
etition of Germany’s crimes might lead 
to actual retaliation. The differences, 
then, between that position and actual 
war would be only fanciful. 

“As far as the allies are concerned, 
the United States probably is more use- 
ful to them under present conditions 
than they would be if they were openly 
at. war with Germany. It is evident 
President Wilson will put up with no 
more outrages of submarines and that 
he insists upon full observance of rec- 
Ognized international law with regard 
to neutrals.”’

REVOLT IN INDIA 


Teutons Seized on Liner China 
Said to Have Had One Head- 
quarters in United States. 


LONDON, April %.—As the result of 
the seizure of German and Austrian 
subjects aboard the China Mail liner 
China, last February, while bound from 
Shanghai for the United States, the 
Intelligence Department of the British 
Government c'aims to have uncovered a 
plot of immense ramifications conducted 
with the purpose of causing a revolution 
in India. 

The American headquarters of the 
plotters is said to be on the Pacific 
Coast. At least one ship is known 
to have sailed from San Francisco 
with a Cerman crew and Indian con- 
spirators and arms on board. 

The headquarters of the plot in the 
Orient was at Shanghai, and when 
the gun running and other machi- 
nations were uncovered, according to 
the authorities here, the plotters set 
sail for Manila aboard the steamship 
China. 

The leaders of the plot seized on 
the China are said to have had in 
their possession false passports, 
which they destroyed. Among the 
men taken from the vessel were five 
Austrian officers as well as a num- 
ber of Germans from the German 
ships interned in Shanghai and at 
other Chinese ports. The British of- 
ficials say they believe that Franz 
Bopp, the German Cons:1!-General at 
San Francisco, and other persons un- 
der Federal indictment there, par- 
ticipated in the plot.

NEW YORK, April 2.—Former. Pres- 
{dent Roosevelt made the following 
statement last night: 

“Fourteen months ago the President's 
strict accountability note to Germany, 
if it meant anything, meant at least 
what the present note means. 

‘‘Unfortunately, the President’s action 
in Mexico, and as regards other mat- 
ters, had been such that Germany did 
not believe the note meant anything 


and acted accordingly. 
“And the President’s repeated notes 


‘since then, 
‘with speeches such as that about being 


resolute 


interspersed as they were 


‘too proud to fight,’ did not remove the 
| impression. 


“During these 14 months ship after 


lives of noncombatants, including 
children, have been lost. 

“Tf Germany now does as the Presi- 
dent demands, it will be proof positive 
that if he had chosen to take the proper 
position at the time of the original ‘strict 
secountability’ note, the lives of all those 
women and children ahd other non- 
combatants would have been saved, and 


‘causes of friction with Germany would 
have been removed. 


“If, on the other hand, Germany does 
not do as requested, it is well to re- 


|' member that such a note as the ‘strict 


accountability’ note 14 months ago is 
unpardonable unless it is backed by the 
deeds to make the words good. 

“If it was meant to be taken seriously 
and to produce results, it should have 
Leen accompanied by 
ihorough-going preparation, whereas, as 
a matter of fact, we are not now strong- 
er by a man or a rifle or a boat or a 
sun, and of the small amount of ammu- 
nition we have manufactured a parr 
was furnighed to the V:llistas, who used

Bonaparte, an ardent advocate of the 
ma | policies of Theodore Roosevelt, in an 
™'address before the 


members of the 
local Roosevelt Progressive Clut. 
President Wilson was not omitted 
by Bonaparte in the denunciation of 
the threat to sever diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany, an act that was 
termed “childish.” 

In the attack on the policy of the 
administration toward Germany, Bon- 
aparte was exceedingly sarcastic in 
his remarks. He termed the sever- 
ance of diplomatic relations with 
Germany as an act more sulted to the 
fairer sex and not for men (emphasis 
on the “men”), 

“We want a man to show the for- 
eigners that there {s a new Amer- 
ica; a man of action, not a man of 
words and notes. We want a man 
that will defend and protect the in- 
terests of the nation. You want a 
good, stout, masculine boot with a 
good, stout, masculine foot tn it, and 
you want that foot put down hard 
on the foreign countries, so that it 
will stay.”

Comment in President Wilson's note 
to Germany, in newspapers printed 
‘in the English language, throughout 
the country, as shown by dispatches 
to the Post-Dispatch, is practically 
unanimous in support of the Presi- 
dent’s course. Out of 150 papers, from 
all sections of the country, not more 
than 10 question the necessity or the 
wisdom of the President's course. 

The prevailing view expressed ty 
these papers is that the situation is 
“up to Germany,” that the President 
has been forced, by Germany’s acts, 
to take such action which, in the 
opinion of many of the papers, should 
have been taken much sooner. 

“If wisdom and prudence have not 
altogether fled from the minds of 
Germany’s ruling statesmen,” says 
the New York Times, “Germany may 
yet meet the President's demands.” 
“There can be no war,” says the New 
York World, “unless Germany com- 
mits an overt act of war.” 

The Philadelphia Public Ledger de- 
clares that ‘The consequences of per- 
sisting in savagery lie with Germany, 
not with us.’”’

The New York Staats Zeitung says: 
“It Is inconceivable that the Geriman 
fsovernment will give heeca to this man- 
date so long as the reasuns fur the 
German U-boat policy--the illegal block- 
ade by Fngland of Germany, the viola- 
tion of all sea rights—continue in ex- 
istence. The President’s request means 
neither more nor léss than the pro- 
tection of Great Britain’s sea policy. 
Can Germany acquiesce in such a pol- 
icy? We ask it in all fairness, and 
¢ach can answer for himse!l?.’’ 

Assails Big Interests. 

“Certain big interests,’’ said the New 
York German Herold, ‘have prepared 
the ground for such a step ever since 
August, 1914. The last hope rests with 
Congress,’ says the Denver Herold. 

The St. Louis Westliche Post urges 
that all means be used to avert war, 
“even at this eleventh hour,’’ balances 
offenses of the Allies against the acts 
of Germany, and savs that the admin- 
istration is accused by Americans, not 
of German blood, of being ‘‘one-sided in 
itz defense of American rights.’’ 

The Amerika, published in St. Louis, 
says: ‘Certainly it should cause our 
American blood to boil, to know that our 
great country is being used as a tail to 
the kite of England.’’ 

Among papers printed in the English 
language, a number declare that the 
President’s action should have been tak- 
en sooner, some holding that it should 
have followed the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania, or should have come when Ger- 
many showed that it did not intend to 
make prompt and full reparation in the 
Lusitania case. The Philadelphia In- 
quirer says: ‘‘We should have made the 
issue immediately after the sinking of 
the Lusitania.’’ The New York Tribune 
says last August was the proper time. 

The Minneapolis Tribune says: ‘‘The 
only fault to be found with this ‘last 
word’ is that it was not spoken sooner." 
The Detro'* Free Press says the Presi- 
dent’s words bring a feeling of relief, 
which is combined with regret that al- 
most a year has been lost, which should 
hav ‘een used in preparation. The 
Seattie Post-Intelligencer says the 
President's ‘long-delayed firm stand is 
a great relief to the people of this coun- 
try.’ 

The Indianapolis News says: ‘The 
country wants no more assurances. 
pledges. promises of reparation, expla- 
nations, to be followed by other out- 
rages.’ ‘‘‘God and our right’ is our 
slogan,”’ the Los Angeles Times de- 
clares. The Louisville Courier-Journal 
declares, ‘“‘Double-dealing can go no far- 
then We have come to a parting of the 
ways.”

STORMS RECORDED 


FIVE 


Most Severe Was One That 
Started Northeast of Fort 
Scott, Kan. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 30.—Re- 
ports received up to noon today from 
the tornado swept sections of Mis- 
souri and Kansas indicated the death 
list in the storms that prevailed late 
yesterday afternoon and last night 
would reach 20. More than 100 per- 
sons were injured. Property damage 
probably will amount to more than 
$750,000. 

Stover, Morgan County, Mo., still 
was cut off from communication to- 
day, and it was impossible to con- 
firm reports that six persons were 
killed. The death list was added to 
be reports from Uniontown, Bourbon 
County, Kan., which said four per- 
sons had been killed there. Olean, 
O., reported the death of John Far- 
ris and wife, who lost their lives 
when a tornado wrecked their home 
four miles from Olean snortly be- 
fore midnight. The storm swept 
through the northern part of Miller 
County, destroying a score of resi- 
dences. 

Property Damage 500,000. 

Rich Hill estimated the property 
damage in north Vernon and south 
Bates Counties at $500,000. 

Two deaths and the injury of 30 
persons were reported from Arthur, 
mo., six miles south of Rich Hill. Be- 
cause of poor wire communication 
details were not available. Of the 
five separate tornadoes that struck 
throughout Kansas yesterday after- 
noon, the most severe was northeast 
of Fort Scott, Ka- and in Bourbon 
County. 

The wind swept a path four miles 
long and a quarter of a mile wide 
near Fort Scott, razing all buildings 
in its path and cutting the city off 
with the outside world for a time. 
The little town of Berlin, in Bour- 
bon County, which recently peti- 
tioned officials at Topeka to change 
iis name, was badly damaged. 

Several Rainstorms. 

All of the rain storms pvroke during 
the daylight. The State had been swept 
by a high wind for two days and the 
cluods, which appeared early in the aft- 
ernoon, were unusually black. People 
generally were watching them because 
of the ‘“‘tornad® season,’ which opens 
early in April in the State. 

Nearly every one had ample warnning 
and was able to get outside the paths 
of the tornadoes or into storm cellars. 
A peculiarity of the tornadoes was that 
there was scarcely a drop of rain ahead 
of them, while following directly in the 
path of the storms there was a heavy 
downpour and some hail. 

A special train was sent 
Eidon, Mo., to the relief of 
stricken populace of Stover. Among 
other damage the railway depot is 
said to have been blown across the 
track, blocking traffic. 

The tornado passed six miles south 
of Rich Hill, Mo., near Arthur, where 
Ruth Fairbanks was killed and her 


parents and two others in the family 
were seriously injured. The family 
was trying to reach a cave. The home 
was destroyed. Amelia Olive’s home 
also was destroyed and she and her 
son, Alfred, were seriously injured. 
Houses were unroofed and trees 
twisted up by the roots.

Several Persons Injured by Storm at 
Eldon, Mo. 

ELDON. Mo., April 20.—Last night's 
tornado was first noticed here about 
three miles west of the town. It is es- 
timated that the path of the storm in 
this vicinity was about 10 miles wide. 
Telegraphic*and telephone communica- 
tlons were cut off and a list of cas- 
ualties was slow in coming in. Cleve 
Taylor, who lives three miles west of 
Eldon, lost his home and most of his 
family of six were injured. At Olean, 
Mo., part of the village was entirely 
swept away. The injured included Mr. 
and Mrs. Johns, Mrs. Lessel and her 
little daughter, family of the Missour!l 
Pacific Railway agent at Olean, anr! 
members of a family named Kauff- 
mans. 

Besides those who were seriously in- 
jured, there were a score or more 
slightly hurt by flying debris.

The Mill Tax and the Small Investor. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The city of St Louis cannot 
‘such victory as in tbe mill tax case. Why? 
Because it is the investing »ublic who suffer— 
not merely the capitalists, but the people of 
moderate means, the saving persons who put 
by something for a rainy day. 

We can remember when the five per cent pre- 
ferred stock of the United Railways, selling 
around 85, was regarded as particularly invit- 
ing to small investors, and there must have been 
many such. I know of an instance where a wid- 
ow had $4000 so invested. It was her all. Her 
son was e stenographer in my office. The stock 
had been purchased at about the figure above 
After the stock had sffered a se- 
vere decline, by reason of the mill tax litigation, 
the son asl-ed my advice. Disclaiming any par- 
ticular knowledge on the subject, because I have 
never owned a share of this stoek, I advised him 
to tell his mother to hold on to ler stock and 
not to sacrifice it at the prevailing quotations. 
She did 80. Later followed the pasring of the 
dividend, when the stock broke violently to about 
40. She was still holding the stock. Whether 
she is holding it now, with the stock at 18, [ 
do not know, as the mother and son left St. 
Louis several years ago. 

Don’t yeu think that the exultation of victory 
should be tempered a little by th consideration of 
cases of this kind? I do. To thc small investors 
in the preferred stock of the United Railways 
the loss of nearly all they have is a t~ gedy, and 
this is no figure of speech. The city cannot 
smite this class of people without suffering just 
retribution in many ways. Are we not alrealy 
feeling soinething of the effects of the fanaticism 
which has so long pursued the United Railways 
and other large corporations upon whose pros- 
perity that of the city depends?- For example, is 
there not some possible connection between this 
municipal policy and the glaring signs in every 
block “For Sale.” “For lLeasc,” “For Rent” as 
we ride along Olive street? “Though the mills of 
gods grind slowly, they grind exceeding small.”

"SMATTER POP? 

After five years of infinite painstaking Prof.

We are taught that we should not be ashamed 
of our ancestors, so long as we ourselves are good, 
honest men. On the other hand, there is some- 
thing to be said for an honest desire to get as 
far away as possible from ancestors whose char- 
acter, habits and reputations were nothing to brag 
on. Creditable to us descendants are the senti- 
ments expressed by the poet of the Darwinian 
school: 

Children, behold the chimpanzee; 
He sits on the ancestral tree 
From which we sprung.

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U. R.’s PLUNDERED MINORITY INTEREST. 

An organization of the minority stockholders 
of the United Railways to protect their distinc- 
tive interests and perhaps force representation on 
the board of directors is said to have been seri- 
ously undertaken. 

It is a natural and logical step. Facts printed 
by the Post-Dispatch in a series of exposures ex- 
tending over more than two years should have 
been followed months ago movement for 
self-protection. 

The North American Trust controlling the 
company owns but 55 per cent of the stock. How 
the 45 per cent of minority interest has been plun- 
dered for the benefit of the 55 per cent is of pub- 
lic knowledge. Details, originally printed by the 
Post-Dispatch and later confirmed by the sworn 
testimony of company officials, show that the 
United Railways is forced to pay an unjustifiable 
excess of $500,000 a year for Keokuk current 
supplied by the North American interests and is 
even placed at an outrageous disadvantage in 
this respect as compared with its sister utility, 
the Union Electric Co. 

One of the promoters of the minority organiza- 
tion: plan charges that $300,000 more is wasted a 
year for legal expenses and the fees of high-priced 
lawyers whose advice leads only to disaster. The 
United Railways record of fatuous and invariably 
unsuccessful litigation in resisting its public ob- 
ligations makes the charge credible. 

Altogether it is said that economies to the 
amount of $1,000,000 could be effected by effi- 
cient management shaped to conserve the inter- 
ests of all, instead of merely a part of the owners. 
That sum would make possible a 4 per cent divi- 
dend on $15,900,000 of securities that now receive 
dividends and still leave several hundred 
thousand dollars to make service improvements 
in which the public is deeply concerned.

6 6 T is astonishing how little one hears about the 
| times,’’ Mr. Antwine said. ‘‘One would sup- 
pose that with steel workers, cotton mill op- 
eratives, wool workers, locomotive makers and brew- 
ery employes getting voluntary increases in wages 
at a dozen points within the last two weeks, we 
would hear a good deal about prosperity having hit 
us where we like to be hit. Upon the contrary, we 
hear almost nothing about it. Incidents sufficient to 
determine a presidential election pass with no more 
than a short press dispatch. I began noticing these 
some time ago. Finally I started to cut them out. I 
have here dispatches from Youngstown, O., Pittsburg, 
Pa., Biddeford, Me., Pittsfield, Mass., and St. Louis. 
They all indicate an industrial revival beyond anything 
we have known. The Republicans assure us that there 
is no prosperity beyond the business created here 
by the war, but that is absurd. We are doing a very 
flourishing business in everything that buys and sells. 
Of course, we are not quite as busy as the Republic- 
ans are explaining why we are busy at all, but I 
don’t hear anyone asking anything better. Train- 
men would like shorter hours, but beyond that labor 
is so busy keeping up with the demand for men that 
it hasn’t time to chirp. 

‘‘You will probably say we don’t hear any more 
than we do about the times because the war over- 
shadows everything else. Nonsense. If times were 
bad the Republicans would be charging the Democrats 
with resorting to war to cover up. The explanation 


of the situation® as I understand it, is that prosper- 
ity under Democratic rule is not credible. We know 
it is here, but we can’t believe it. Why? Simply 
because the Republicans drilled that notion into our 
heads through such a long period of power that we 
can't get it out. It is one of our popular tradition®#. 
The tariff has nothing to do with prosperity in this 
country, but the Republicans made us believe it had.
